Great Days! 

Catholics rejoiced with the announcement of Pope Francis this week! He 
is a humble man known for washing the feet of the poor, yet revered as a 
strong leader.

Add lemon juice and rice and mix 
well. Cover with a lid and cook on medium heat for 
about 15 minutes, until water is absorbed. Remove 
chilies.
